Tue Duke of Magenta is now actually MacMahon 
ofthe Sword. A deputation of the “ oppressed” 
presented the strange article to him on Sunday, in 
the camp of Chalons. The sword is said to have 
cost £400. Suppose that sum wis really expended 
on it, then the sword represents just 96,000 pence. 
If we suppose, further, that no individusl was 
spirited enough to present a pound, or ten shillings, 
or even a sixpence, but that a penny was the 
maximum of subscription, it is plain that after 
fifteen months’ advertisements, canvassing, and agita- 
tion, bat 96,000 persons, male and female, could be 
found in Ireland togive “a penny” to the Duke of Ma- 
genta, “ the descendant ofa regal line. As the popu- 
lation of Ireland consists of 6,000,000, we cannot see on 
what ground these 96,000 claim to be the Nation.“ 
That number contains within it all the discontented, 
all the Young [relanders, all the Papal volunteers. 
and al those who survived the terrific combat of 


with cords of love. The aid of Russia can only kk 
purchased by stipulations with Austria respecting 
the provinces of the Porte.

The great European drama advances with even and 
measured strides towards its consummation, and the en 
trance of Garibaldi into the Neapolitan capital bas coin 
cided with an event of perhaps equal significance in the 
developement of the spectacle. Austria and Russia art 
once more allies. The Luperor Alexander has announced 
his “sincere desire tor a perfect reconciliation” with 
the Emperor Francis Joseph, and measures, we learn, 
are to be instantly taken for terminating the estrange- 
ment between these two Sovereigna, which ha 
become “no longer tolerable.” There should kx 
nothing on the face of this intelligence to creat 
either surprise or suspicion. It is as good tor crowned 
heads as tor others to dwell together in unity, anc 
it is fortunate for the world When ite rulers are uw: 
peace. Bat does the new beepeak nothin, 
beyond the resumptiva of those terms ot amity “hich. 
its is now discovered, “ ought never to have been in 
terrupted?” Has it no cuaditions arising out of th 
present state of Kurope? These are questions o/ 
grave importance, and naturally suggestive of grave 
coujectures,

Ballioagarry. The sword of itself is a satisfactory 
proof of the utter weakness of the party. 

And MacMahon himself understood it so. He 
treated the deputation as any French gentleman 
would treat some friends who presented him with a 
muff box. He invited one or two officers, who were, 
of course, generals and would-be ficll-marshals, if. 
the Duke of Magenta were not the only marshal in 
the camp. He turned out the guard, gave the de- 
putation a luncheon, and spoke with emphasis any- 
thing but emphatic words. 

The address of the deputation spoke of the woes of 

Ireland, and her recognuit on of worth, “ mid tears 
and blood.” We are not informed wether the de- 
putation spoke in Irish, which the descendant of 
Brian Borothme would of course understand.” If 
they spoke in English—the language of the Saxon, 
how MacMahon must have smiled, for Swift's phrase 
—has passed into a proverb, that, if you spitted one 
Irishman, you would surely get six Irishmen to 
turn end baste him. 
It was rather bold of the deputation to assure 
MacMahon that “ he had maintained unstained the 
“flag of victorious France,” especially as the Em- 
peror himself happened to have been at Magents. 
i The allusion to the fierce foes of Ireland and 
the bloody plain of Clontarf, comes in weakly 
alter that. Brin is personified as an interest- 
ing female, “who has on her brow,” not only the 
crape of widowhood, which was quite natural and 
proper since MacMahon was awa), but “a funeral 
“wreath of immense sorrows,” “interlaced with 
“laurel,” and adorned with stars of glory.” She 
must have a strong neck to bear such a super- 
structure. 

For all the references to Clontarf, Cremona, and Fou- 
tenoy, and to what are called the smoking towers 
of the Malakoff; for all the allusions to immense 
“sorrows, tears, and blood,” the deputation did not 
receiveone small word of hope. The Duke of Magenta 
took the sword, as he would have taken a snuff-box 
or an inketand. He did wot hint a waving of it 
on Irish fields against the Saxon. He spoke not of 
its sheen, flashing from earth to Heaven, and kindling 
up the electric fire of rebellion, Not a word. Ue 
only assured the deputation that he would keep their 
gift, and in time bequeath it to his son Patrick.“ 

For all the comfort the deputation received, 
the sword might just as well have been a walking 
cane.

The more obvious is the danger of being crushed 
by Austria without France stepping in to ward off the 
blow; but there are other risks“ which the public, ob- 
livious of the “consistency” of France, are apt to over- 
look. If a report, now very prevalent in diplomatic 
quarters isto be credited, France, ever alive to the 
dange', to herself in any disturbance of the balance of 
p°’ver, has warned Victor Emmanuel that any further 
aggrandisement must compel France to insirt upon 
further compensation. Whether the Ligurian coast 
and Genoa, or the island of Sardinia, is to be the next 
peace offering from Victor Emmanuel Lam unable to- 
say, but an active French propaganda is even now 
going on in Genoa. I should add that it is reported 
here that the British Government has been duly warned 
of the painful necessity” for France to swallow up a

Paris, Suxpay Eventxe.—The expectation that 


the Papal Siates would rise up in insurrection as 
soon as the overthrow of the Neapolitan dynasty 
was fivally accomplished, is now verified—Francis II. 
(and last) is at Gaeta; Garibaldi is at Naples 
and the Marches of Ancona, and the province of 
Ombria are in open revolt. Sinigaglia, Monteteltro, 
Urbino, and Pesaro have expelled the Papal garrison, 
hoised the Italian trivolour, and proclaimed Victor 
Emmanuel. They have sent despaiches to the King at 
Turin placing themselves under his protection, ‘The 
derutations will not, in all probability, have so far to 
travel. By this time Victor Emmanuel is at Florence, 
and within two days we may bear of his having 
marched into the Papal States at the head of 
his army. Lamoriciere will hive to repel an attack 
of Victor Emanuel’s regulars trom the north, and of 
Garibaldi from the south. Meanwhile, in the centre 
of the conflict, Europe will behold a small charmed 
circle, like that formed by the magicians of old, round 
which fiends roared and threatened, but which they 
could not penetrate—the city of Rome and its imme- 
diate neighbourhood kept by French bayonets. With- 
out in the least underrating the skill of Lamoricicre, 
and the valour of the Hibernian and other warriors 
which constitute his army, no doubt seems to be en- 
tertained as to the result. There will be fighting and

The revolutionary events so deplorably caused in Italy 
by France in 1859, and of which the result is now felt in 
a great part of Burope, exercise the most unfortunate 
influence upon all branches of industry and commerce in 
the German States. We have a remarkable proof of this 
falling off in the importation of merchandise along all 
the line of the customs of the German Union : the 
general results of this falling off during the first 
six months of the present year present a dimiou- 
tion on those of the corresponding period of 1859 of 
nearly 12 millions thalers. It is feared that in 
consequence of the increasing inquietude, which para- 
lyses all commercial enterprise, the deficit in the 
receipis of the German Customs Union will be still 
more considerable for the last six months of the year. 
Everybody in the German States imputes this unſor- 
tunate state of things to France. The European 
continent lives in continual inquietude, and people here 
would prefer to these alarms and periodical terrors a 
general war against the authors of al! these evils, which 
destroy, in the name of a fallacious freedom, populations 
who lately enjoyed peace in a great part of Europe.

SARDINIA AND ROME. 

A letter from Turin, dated the 6th instant, in the 
Debats, states as follows: 

“It is perfectly true that our Government has 
sent a demand to the Pope for the immediate dis- 
bandment of the foreign troops in the service of 
the Holy See. No reply has as yet been given, but every 
one expects that it will be negatived. In such case 
Piedmont will occupy the Marches and Umbria. 
The condition of those provinces becomes daily 
more serious. The Opinione, which receives official 
information, announces in semi-official terms the project 
of intervention in the Roman States. Two corps d'armee 
are ready to act; the one is commanded by M. Cialdini, 
the other by General Sonnez. These two corps will 
act independently of each other. General Fanti remains 
Minister of War, retaining bis rank as Major-General. ' 
In case of operations he will join the army. As regards 
the departure ot the King for the army, the announce- 
ment is premature, but some of his luggage has already 
left. 

“ M. Farini returned here this morning from his visit 
to Florence and Bologna. 

“It is clear a crisis is at hand. The maintenance 
of [the temporal power of the Pope in the sole city 
of Rome and the suppression of the private army 
of the Pope are facts of no inconsiderable import- 
ance. On the other hand, the annexation of the 
Marches and Umbria is indispensable for Naples 
and Piedmont to form one united kingdom. It is 
equally certain that by occupying these provinces with 
its regular army the Government wishes, so to say, 
ipso facto to put an end to the mission of Garibaldi, 
unless he should wage war against the French at Rome 
and the Austrians in Venetia. Political reasons are, 
therefore, not wanting to explain, if not to warrant, the 
occupation of the Marches and Umbria.

MILITARY POSITION OF THE KING OF 
NAPLES. 
(From Le Nord oi Brussels) 

The news of the departure of the King of Naples for 
| Capua and Gaeta is now certain. This news had been 
expected for some days. It still producer, nevertheless, 
a considerable effect, for it had been imagined that the 
King would make, under the walls of his capital, with 
the troops that have remained faithful to him, a last 
attempt at resistance. It is at Gaeta—that is, in the 
strongest position there is in the kingdom, regarded in 
a military point of view—that he will await a return of 
good fortune, or endeavour to provoke it. He with- 
draws with a contingent of troops still respectable 
enough, being 30,000 strong it is said, and which, con- 
sidering the excellence of the position, must be taken 
into account, 

In fact, it in a political point of view the abandon- 
ment of Naples is quite a revolution of itself, in a mili- 
tary point of view, it is an act of dexterity, or at 
least of prudence. Naples is open, or rather it 
opens itself spontaneously. Before even the King 
left it, Francis had, we may say, ceased to reign 
there. The movement of men’s minds there, the 
impulse that carries away the population and 
drives it to throw itself inte the arms of Garibaldi 
might cause a complete dissolution of the last nacleus 
of strength at the young King's disposal. The city, 
it is true, is entirely commanded by Fort St. Elmo, 
a stronghold not easily to be taken, cut out of the 
rock, and at some places standing on an elevation 
of eighty feet. But to remain master of that point 
would be to put himself under the necessity of a 
painful and probably a fruitless operation, that of bom- 
barding the capital of the continental kingdom, as he 
had the Sicilian capital—an inhuman proceeding, and, 
therefore, most impolitic. The young king, yielding to 
the advice of his most prudent friends, has preferred re- 
tiring to Gaeta, where he will add to the advantage of a 
royal residence, and of a still stronger military position, 
that of remaining master of a part of his states and 
approaching nearer to the only ally he has preserved— 
the Pope—whose Government has at its dis 25,000 
mon, pretty well organised, it is said, by General 
Lamoriciere. 

Gaeta, a fortified town of 14,000 inhabitants, including 
its three suburbs, is situated in the Terra di Lavoro, ot 
which the administrative capital is Caserta, between 
Capua and Naples. It consists of irregular works, 
rising in terraces one above other, on a 
rocky headland of the Mediterranean coast. On 
the land side the narrow approach is closed 
by strong batteries ; a fort commands the harbour, 
and at the extremity of this point there is the old tower 
called Rolando’s. Gaeta was besieged in 1800 by the 
French, and in 1815 by the Austrians. Very strong by 
nature, this position is rendered yet stronger by the 
configuration of the surroufding localit y. For any on

Walter 'Thomas mens and James Mullens were 
placed at the bar, at five minutes past one o'clock this 
afternoon, charged with tne murder of Mrs, Emsley. Mr. 
Young appeared tor the prisoner Emma. 

Mr. 5. Thoraton, the devective, said that on arriving 
home on Saturday evening he heard that Mullens had been 
to his house to give some information asto the murder of 
Mrs. Elmsley. He was pot at home; and Mullens saw Zer- 
geant Lanner. Yesterday morning Wituess and Tanner 
«ccom panied the prisoner Mullens to the brickfield in the 
Globe-road, for the purpose of enabling Mullens to show 
thema place where money was secreted. Mullens pointed 
out a shed and the prisoner Ewm’s house, Muliens 
having told the police that he had watched Emms, and 
had seen him hide things. lie said that Emms took 
parcels backwards aud tot werds to the place indicated 
by Mullens, and any one could have plaved a parcel 
there. Witneds and Tanner went to Brims and told him 
that they had received information that on Saturday 
moruing he was seen going into the shed, or rather a 
dilapidated cottage, ani that he had conveyed parcels 
backwards, Ems denied it as a foul accusation, and 
aid that he had pot been in the shed since the previous 
Saturday week. Witness said he must search the 
house, and Emme said he might do so, and that he might 
ask his wile in his absence at what times he went out on 
Saturday. The conduct of Eums did not appear to be 
that of a guilty man. At this tune the prisoner Mullens, 
who had been left out in the fleld, eaale towards them, 
and witness sent Danner to keep him away from the house. 
Tanner and Thomas (another policeman) went again 
to the shed, by direvtion of Mullen, aad brought out a

THE WOOL TRADE UF KUSSIA. 

From the great extent of her pasturage, and from 
other local circumstances, Russia is perhaps one of the 
most suitable countries in the world for sheep-farming 
the encouragement and increase of which is extending 
more and more throughout the empire. This farming 
ia, however, dependent, first, on the progress of the 
woollen manufactures in the country ; and, secondly, 
on the demand for foretyn markets. lhe moment the 
production advances beyond this demand. the sheep- 
‘arming interest begins to languish. Since the peace ot 
Kurope in 1815, t! e increase of woollen manafactures 
in Great Britain, as well as on the Continent, has, with 
a rapidity unknown, given a strong impetus 
to the rearing of sheep, particularly of th 
fine woolled sorts. The export of British woollen 
manufactures has trebled in value in the las 
quarter of a century. Previously Spain, and a small 

rt of Germany, were almost the only countries o! 
Surope which furnished wool suitable for the produc- 
tion of the finer fabrics, and even for those of ordinar) 
quality, the production of the raw material being 
scarcely sufficient for the wants of the manufacturer 
either in Eagland-or the Continent. The price of wool 
was consequentiy maintained at a figure which en. 
sured a good profit to the sheep farmer, at a time when 
many other agricultural products exhibited a tendency 
to fal!, Such powerful encouragement drew the atten: 
tion of agriculturiets in several! other countries to this 
branch of husbandry ; and, notwithetandiog the enor- 
mos increase of flocks of. sheep, the wool trade 
remained in a very satistactory condition until the 
period when supplies from the Cape and Australia began 
to arrive in large quantities to supply the British and 
Continental markets. Latterly, however, there has 
been a slight check to the progressive increase of woo! 
production in Australia, and the extension of woollen 
manufactures on the Continent has led to increased de. 
mands for wool, Russia and Austria are beginning to 
recover from the late ware, and to resume their pro- 
ductive energies; and we flud Russia again pouring 
her wool into our markets, the iatports last year having 
reached 27,233 bales—the largest quantity, by several 
thousan | bales, ever received trom there. The Russian 
Government has always offered great facilities and 
encouragement to sheep-larmiog aud the improvement 
of the breeds, Ia the early part of the century, un- 
veeupied public lands in the southern provinces were 
yranted to many individuals for the purpose of establish. 
ing sheepfolds, with a promise that, if the grantees 
kept them in guod conditioa, they would be aliowed as 
a reward the possession of the lands tor life, or even in 
perpetuity. Unfortanately, however, the buik of the 
sheep farmers have directed their attention more to 
increasing the number of their flocks than to im- 
proving the breed ; aod hence, out of some 45,000,000 
or 50,000,000 sheep, scarcely one-filth as yet are flue-
